Ions a month from Scotland alone, n.ot to mention the deluge 
from Canada,. Newfoundland, the West Indies and other 
sources. 


-The smuggling- on'the Pacific coast too, is known to be ex- 


tensive. There must be an immense leakage over the scarcely 
-guarded Canadian and Mexican borders. In spite of the pro- 
: gress made it is evident that the government faces an increas- 


ingly difficult task in excluding illicit liquor from foreign 
sources. 


„ The problem of domestic enforcement of the dry law is 
more difficult because of the widespread evasion and the mul- 
tiplicity of offenders. 


The trouble, in both cases,- is not that conditions are im- 


proving, now, but that they improve so slowly. The "enemy" 
•grows constantly more ingenious and shrewd and federal 
forces are inadequate. 


The problem can be solved in time, no doubt. But will it
